Only twelve of the forty-one who started together in the first grade 
will graduate this year, They are Richard Berry, Beverly Driver, Joan Hughes, Juanita 
Miller, John Nair, Phyllis Lambert, Christine Smith, J. T. Tussing, Mary Ann Tusing, 
Genevieve Whitmore, Anna Wine, and Bonnie Wine. 

The graduating class would be much smaller if it had not been for the pupils who came 
from other schools to Timberville High to continue their education, 

While in the grades, the class kept striving for an education. It was in the elementary 
grades that it gained Jack Cox, Wanda Driver, Norman Harpine, and Roger Kennedy. 

The students finally had the pleasure of becoming Freshmen, In this grade, Patricia 
Lytton joined the class. The members of the class elected the following officers: Richard 
Berry, President; Patricia Lytton, Vice-President; and Joanne Frere, Secretary-Trea- 
surer, 

In the sophomore room the class gained Mary Lindner. That year the following 
officers were elected: J. T. Tussing, President; Beverly Driver, Vice-President; and 
Richard Berry, Secretary-Treasurer,. Mary Lindner Represented the school in a one act 
play given as a literary event. 


Lowell Lambert joined the class in the junior room. This year the officers were: 


Mary Lindner, President: Jackie Cox, Vice-President; and Joanne Frere and Phyllis 
Lambert, Secretary-Treasurer. 

On December 2, 1949, the junior class presented the play ‘‘The Daffy Dills’’. 

After ten years of hard study, nineteen pupils became members of the Senior Class. 
The officers this year were: Beverly Driver, President; Richard Berry, Vice-President; 
Jack Cox, Secretary; Anna Wine, Treasurer; J. T. Tussing, Reporter; and Lowell Lam- 
bert, Sergeant-at-Arms.

Beverly Driver was the Presi- 
dent of the Student Council Association. 

The class participated in athletics, activities, clubs and literary events.
